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Jolin Pe MeGoff is a native Pittsburgher who has adopted Michigan as his 
home, dnd the State of Michigan has in turn taken hin in as a favorite son. 

MeGolf came to Michigan as the result of a friendship with a fellow 
infantryman during World War II service through the African and European campaigns. 
When the war ended, his friend, who today is the clinical psychologist consultant 
to Panax Corporation, encouraged McGoff to enroll with him at Michigan State - 
University. | 

Following his graduation from MSU in 1950, McGoff stayed on at the 
University as a staff member and carned his masters degree in history and political 
science. For ten years he remained in education and was on the Michigan State 
‘staff prior to entering the free enterprise arena. 

He has never lost his interest in the political, educational, and economic 
fortunes of his adopted state. Over the years he has served in many capacities to 
advance Michigan in politics, education, and business. 

McGoff was recently commended in a joint resolution by the Michigan 
Legislature for his efforts on Michigan's behalf in a great variety of interests 
and endeavors. 

In politics McGoff has taken an active and lively role. At the grass 
roots level he was chairman of the Republican Party of Ingham County, the home 
county of the state's capital. More recently he has been friend, advisor, and 
confidant of many state and U. 8. legislators and has played important roles te 
their. campaigns. Senator Robert Griffin of Michigan credits the support of the 
Panax Newspapers in general and The Macomb Daily in particular fer his recent 
victory. Macomb County is a predominantly Democratic area, yet Griffin walked 
away with a big majority over a strong Democratic opponent. 

MeGoff was on the Board of Control of Nerthern Michigan University from 


1964 to 1972 and served as the Chairman of that Board for three years. 
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He was appointed by rormer Governor George Romney to his Blue Ribbon 
Committee on Higher Education and served with distinction for four years.. 

Me is currently a member of his local community Williamston (Mich. ) 
School Board. 

McGoff serves as the Chairman of the Great Lakes Task Force on Winter 
Navigation which seeks to increase employment and economic stability for the 
state by opening up the Great Lakes to a full 12-month navigation capability. 

McGoff is also currently Vice-chairman of the Michigan State Chamber 
of Commerce. He is Treasurer and member of the Executive Committee of Operation 
Action-U. P., which is @eadea tea to the growth and development of Michigan's 
Upper Peninsula. 

His business affiliations are wide and varied. He serves as a director 
of the American Family Life Assurance Company of Georgia, a director of Overseas 
Advisory Associates, Incorporated, and a director and officer of Kalamazoo 
Printing Machinery Company.
